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THE CARTER Administration's 
approach to the Middle East is 
distinguished by the absence, at its 
highest levels, of ties who 
knowledgeably present views 
sympathetic to Israel. 

Since Jerusalem is seen as a 
Mability rdther than an asset in 
the framework of International af- 
fairs, the requirements of 
domestic American politics and 
emotional attachment to the 
“special relationship” with Israel 
replace any calculation of in- 
tereats which would stress the 
utility of a close American-Israell 
connection. 

As the 1976 presidential cam- 
paign began, there were four fac- 
tlona in the foreign policy com- 
munity of the Democratic Party. 

A first group consisted largely 
of individuals in middle age with 
government experience — men 
like Vance, 
Brzezinski, Warnke, Baill, and 
Harold Brown. Many had served 
In the Vietnam years and had 
grown to reject the decisions and 
assumptions of the 1960s.

A monolithic approach 


The Carter Administration has turned a deaf ear to dissent on its main Middle East policy thrust, 
writes STEVEN SPIEGEL. The American political scientist, who was a member of the 
Brookings Institution panel on the Mideast, sees ἃ Washington obsession ‘to save Israel despite herself!

But if the current 
Saudi leaders were to turn against 
the U.8. by raising prices or 
lowering production, the conse- 
quences could also be lethal for 
the West. 

Therefore, America must not 
act in a manner which will lead 
the Saudis to question their trust 
in the U.S. or lead other Arabs to 
question Saudi policies. 


THOUGH Brzezinski does not 
spell out the consequences of his 
recommendations, a number of 
coppllaries do result logically.

connotations of gever derive ftom the cock of the roost, those 
of weaponry derive directly from the penis. The Hebrew for 
penis is zayin, which is also the word for a weapon. The 
phrase for Israel's armed forces can thus translate as “an army 
equipped with penises,” and the verb. meaning “to take up 
arms” also means “to have sexual intercourse.” 

The concept of femininity in Hebrew is as clear. The 
word rechem, “womb," is the root of rachmanut, “mercy and 
compastion,” qualities seen as quintessentially feminine; the 
Hebrew for “female” 18 nekevah, derived from nekev, “ἃ hole 
or orifice.” : 

Even the choice of Hebrew first names expresses clear 
role expectations. Those names that are not derived directly 
from, the Bible often use biological symbolism. Thus men 
sometimes take the names of predatory animals (Dov—“bear”; 
Arich—"lion”), and women of prey (Ayala—"deer"); men of 
trees (Oren—"pine") and women of flowers and fruit 
(Shoshana—“rose"). : 

It was the Dovs and the Ariehs whom Arthur Koestler 
dubbed “Hebrew Tarzans,” . glorifying their newfound phys- 
ical strength and ability to endure and fight-on under the 
hard conditions of pre-independence Israel, while mourning 
what he saw as the loss of the spiritual and intellectual ele- 
ments of the Jewish enlightenment and European culture. In 
his novel Thieves in the Night, the Jane of these noble prim- 
itives is not any of the women they live with, but the land 
‘itself, And in the contrived resolution of his plot, Koestler 
unknow'ngly demonstrates the male conflict between pas- 
sionate union with mother earth and the earthly sexuality 
represented by women, The main female figure in the book, 
scarred. by her pre-Holocaust experiences under Nazi rule, 
cannot tolerate’a man’s touch. The contradiction between her 
apparent sexuality and her deep-seated -frigidity is resolved 
by having her’ multiply raped ‘and then murdered by an Arab 
gang, leaving the hero to settle down toa calm life of com- 


, ‘The longing for Zion was one of the mainsprings of Jewish 

: solidarity throughout the long centuries of dispersion; to act 
on that longing, -however, was tantamount to an act of incest. 
As a mystical idea, the return to Zion afforded the bond of a 
future but “never to be achieved in our lifetime" redemption. 
It was imagined, as Isaiah indicates, in terms of the return of 
sons to mother in sexual union. 

The sons were to rescue Zion from the “multiple har- 
lotries" described by Ezekiel, to mount Mount Zion in the role 
of rescuer and sexual claimant, the young groom returning to 
claim his bride, the son his mother, The result of the inter- 
course between son and mother would be the rebirth of the 
son himself, who would give new life to his mother by saving 
her from the iniquities of suffering under foreign rule and 
restore her inngcence and light as mother and life giver. 
It is thus little wonder that the fiercest enemies of Zionism 
in the early years of this century were the religious leaders of 
Eastern European Jewry.

BILL OF FARE 


THE SEARCH for pleasant eating 
places serving good food at 
reasonable prices continues, so 
that upori recelving a letter froma 
reader, recommending a spot in 
the centre of Holon, I set out im- 
mediately for that town. 

We arrived at the restaurant, a 
pleasant looking place of the type 
known locally as ‘‘Oriental,"’ and 
found it packed. This led us to try 
our correspondent's other choice, 
an ‘Anglo-Saxon'' hamburger 
place. At the door, as luck would 
have it, we met an old friend who 
warmly recommended yet 
another spot, Mifgash Meir, at 42 
Rehov Sokolov in Holon. 

The rather simple eating place 
specializes in Eastern European 
Jewish cooking. A rabbinical cer- 
tificate attests to the fact that it is 
strictly kKasher. 

Because it was rather late in the 
day, and there was no gefilte fish 
left, I opened my meal with the 
stuffed cabbage, a hearty dish 
served in a pale sweet-and-sour 
tomato sauce. My companion 
tried the kreplach soup, claiming 
that she had never before tried 
this version of kosher wonton.

The soup was very good and 
rich and had obviously been made 
with real meat stock. Equally 
good were the kreplach 
themselves, small meat-filled 
neddle dumplings. 

For the main course, I decided 
to have the roast meat and my 
companion the boiled beef. In 
fact, the two were identical, the 
roast meat being simply fried 
with onions for a few moments. 

Despite this, both were ex- 
cellent. Frying boiled beef with 
onions is one of the many ways of 
using meat that has been cooked 
in soup. It is only a pity that it is 
not served more often in private 
homes. 

As for the plain boiled beef, this 
too was very tasty and I have only 
once had better — as part of the 
bollito misio, served from a fancy 
wagon at one of the finer 
restaurants in Bologna, Italy's 
‘culinary capital. 

The meat was accompanied by 
boiled carrots, which were rather 
uninteresting, and rice, which was 
good enough to give the impres- 
sion that there was at leaat one 
Sephardi in the kitchen. 

The bill, including beer and soft 
drinks, came to IL103.0

IN THE PAST 10 years or so Mot- 
tie Averbuch has written a 
number of plays, the most promls- 
ing of which was The Guava Tree, 
shown last year at Habimartef. 
There he used a straight, realistic 
style to present the domestia- 
national problems of ἃ more or 
less average Israeli family with a 
built-in generation gap. Although 
it was a very immature play, It 
contained solid elements of ac- 
curate observation and it 
succeeded in striking a chord of 
recognition in the audience. 

The Hat, Averbuch's present 
offering, which he alao dealgned 
and directed for showing at the 
Third Floor in Jaffa, reverts to his 
earller manner. It {s written in 
what I would vaguely and inac- 
curately describe aa the 
absurdist-symbolic-poetic style 
employed by the early writers of 
the French Absurdist school in the 
‘60a, a school which, to use the in- 
evitable play on words, is old hat 
in the late '70s. 

It is also a play In which, with 
all the goodwill I could muster in 
writing about an effort by a young 
playwright, performed in a place 
dedicated to off-beat theatrical 
experiments, I could discern no 
merit whatever.

THE VIRTUES of peace, ea- 
pecially for ἃ country that has 
sought it for 80 years, are too ob- 
vious to be extolled. But what will 
happen to the few hundred 
es of the southern Negev 
whe face the prospect of becoming 
an endandangered species if army 
camps and airflelds are moved 
back from Sinai to the Negev, as 
part of the peace settlement? 
Dr. Dan Baharav, a young 
biologist at the Technion, has been 
the gazelles for the past 
five years, and has come to love 
them.

Jerusalem Posi, Baharav said hia 
particular concern was for the 600 

to 700 Dorcas (desert) gazelles, | 
which inhabit the 1,000 square . 


kilometres of wilderness between ;.-', 


Wadi Paran and Eilat. 

“Due to the unpredictable 
desert conditions and the sparse 
food resources, their breeding 
potential 15 low,"' he says. ‘‘Inad- * 
dition they are prey to illegal hunt. ‘ 
ing by Beduin.” 

The Dorcas gazelles reach a 
welght of 18 to 20 kgs. for the 
males and 14 to 16 kgs. for the 
does. Like gazelles all over the 
country, they are an officially 
protected species. But the Beduin 
do get away with shooting an oc- 
casional specimen, eating its 
meat, and disposing of its antlers 
and hides, so as not to give ἢ 
themselves away as poachers. 
“There is no money for the game 
wardens needed to protect these 
lovely animals,"' Dr..Balarav 


says. 

An occasional Beduin poacher 
does not threaten the total sur- 
vival of the desert gazelles. An 
Israeli pullback from Sinai, 
however, just. might. Baharav 
notes that the whole area has been! 
neglected by Israeli trippers since 
1967, because Sinai has other at- 
tractions. But if Sinai should be |: 

to Israelis under a peace 
agreement, tens of thousands will 
flock to the southern Negev. 

And if army camps and airfields 
are constructed in the area, 
“There is no doubt that the desert

THE} MAMMOTH contribution of 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild to 
the land of Israel has traditionally 
occupied a somewhat ambivalent 
position in Zionist historiography. 

Qn the one hand, Hanadiv 
Hayadua (‘'the well-known 
benefactor") has been virtually 
canonized, raised, as the author 

‘ writes, “to the exalted pedestal of 
Grand Philanthropist and 
Visionary-in-Chief.'" On the other 
hand, he has been pefjoratively 
characterized, notably by 
acolytes of the labour Zioniat 
tradition, as a condescending and 
benevolent feudal lord, an eccen- 
trie dandy for whom his Palesti- 
nian colonies were a rich man's 
toy in which he implanted a caste 
of white settlers, parasitically 
dependent on the exploitation of 
hired Arab labour. 

Historical truth does not 
necessarily lie at a point midway 
between two caricatures, and it 15 
the great virtue of Simon 
Schama's study that he has not 
only avoided the pitfall of sub-

SOME NOVELS, like penicillin 
and milk, should be taken 
together. Not because their im- 
pact is the same, not even because 
they are equally worthy, but 
because the one (Now Playing at 
Canterbury) neutra)izes the side- 
effects of the other. Had I read 
only Natural Shocks, I would have 
curled my lip; reading Canter- 
bury de-kinked it.

This is methodological: Bour- 
jaily has attempted to distinguish 
his characters: by their linguistic 
styles, from the director's

doesn't work. In spite of the 
author's efforts, the characters 
are about as soft and warm and in- 
dividualized as loudspeakers, 
which is how they are used. After 
they have been put through their 
operatic paces, their creator 
writes a transitional sentence or 
two and sets them to broadcasting 
their real-life experiences. 

The raconteurs, except for a 
shared knowledge of music im- 
pressive to one without it, are 
related to each other only fac- 
titiously.

Questions about Gliksberg

HAIM GLIKSBERG (1904-1870) 
torn and trained in Russia, came 
to Jerusalem when he was 22 and 
stayed for flve years before mov- 
ing to Tel Aviv, which by then had 
taken over as the centre of the 
country's cultura! life. The 
current show of his works at the 
Gruss-Goldman halls of the Israel 
Museum, assembled from collec- 
tions all over the country, concen- 
trates on this early period, and in- 
eludes several small works that 
preceded It, including, significant- 
ly, a little impression in oils of the 
grave of the great 19th-century 
Rusaian-Jewish landscape 
painter, Isaac Levitan. 

The brief and, as usual, minis- 
οὐδ introduction provided by 
the curators says that this early 
Jerusalem interlude was the most 
interesting period of Gliksberg’s 
work, but doesn't say why. In fact 
it tella ua nothing about the 
painter at all, not even when he 
died. 

It makes no attempt to evaluate 
his work, apart from saying that 
he was an individualist who 
remained apart from the 
wave of Bezalel romanticism. 
Instead, it offera a brief note on 
the cultural richneas of the period, 
thanks to the wave of Immigration 
during the early ‘20s, of artists, 
pocta and intellectuals, some of 
whom were painted by 
‘Giiksberg. Surely this was not 
the only reason for the show. And 
surely we could have been offered 
ἃ fow pictures from the rest of his 


belng fostered by an earlier im- 
migrant, Zaritaky, as well as 85 
by Rubin. Somewhere, too, 
Giiksberg must have seen 
Feproductions of paintings of 
Derain and other Fauvist artists; 
just look at the marvellous little

The road to Cairo

WITH each passing exhibition it 
becomes more avident that 
IGAEL TUMARKIN possesses 
the qualities of a wandering 
troubadour, who, upon arriving at 
a strange place, quickly absorbs 
the esgense of Its surroundings, 
people and culture in order to 
supplant the unfamiliar with his 
very particular, indefatigable, ar- 
tlatic style. 

His latest jaunt, a fortnight's 
visit to Egypt last December, has 
reaulted in a set of large drawings 
and a modei for a sculptural pro- 
fect constructed from wood, mud 
and epoxy resin and entitled 
“Pigeon Coop." The latter is 
designed as a multi-conceptual 
idea, concentrating on mud as a 
link to. civilization, poverty and 


_ the meaning of human continuity. 


As usual, Tumarkin 
amalgamates into hia drawings a 
plethora.of images. Some are 
realistic,. rendered from on-aite 
observation at Giza, Karnak, ΑἹ 
Amarna and Abu Simbel, while 
others ‘take the form of written 
statements,. algebraic equations 
{related to pyramid geometry), - 
- Objective proportion and. size 
are thrown to the wind just as yan-
